Metropolitan District 
Would Control Cer.

A new plan for a metro- 
politan district government 
controlling certain specified 
functions in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county was submitted 


yesterday to the Metropolitan | 


Board of Freeholders. 

The proposal, introduced by 
Freeholder Bryan Purteet, 
brought to six the number of 
plans’ under consideration by 
the board. 

The freeholders will con- 
tinue their debate on the plans 
ifi a meeting at 8 o'clock to- 
night, to be televised by educa- 
tional station KETC. They 
tentatively have set tomorrow 
for voting on what type of 
proposal shall be submitted to 
the voters. 

Purteet described the pro- 
posal as one that would give 
the contemplated district gov- 
ernment area-wide control of 
traffic, on-and-off-street park- 
ing, mass transit, planning, in- 
dustrial development, civilian 
defense and assessment and 
collection of taxes. The dis- 
trict also would be authorized 
to assume such additional func- 
tions that voters might later 
entrust to it. 


Similarity in Plans. 


Introducing his proposal at 
the freeholder meeting in the 
board’s office at 6611 Clayton 
road, Clayton, Purteet said the 
instrument hewed closely, with 
two exceptions, to the district 
government recommended by 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey. 

Purteet’s new plan, the sec- 
ond that he has submitted to 
the board, would not have the 
proposed district absorb the 
Métropolitan Sewer District, 
whereas the Survey’s recom- 
mendation would. 

The Survey suggested that 
authority to assess property 
for tax purposes be given to 
any new district government. 
Purteet’s plan calls for the met- 
ropolitan district also to levy 
and collect all taxes in its 
area, including those of mu- 
nicipalities, school districts 
and’other political entities, and 
distribute to thase agencies the 
sums collected their behalf: 


Sewer District Issue. 


Purteet explained after the 
meeting why his plan did not 
include a provision for taking 
over the sewer system. There 
has been so much controversy 
about the Metropolitan Sewer 
District’s operations, he said, 
that he feared any connection 
between it and the proposed 
metropolitan district might 
cause some voters to reject the 
latter proposed agency. 

He included the provision 
authorizing the proposed dis- 
trict to collect all taxes, Pur- 
teet said, because functions of 
aassessing property and col- 
lecting taxes are so closely re- 
lated. 

Under the new proposal, the 
district authority would be em- 
powered to prepare a compre- 
hensive master plan for de- 
veloping the entire area, and 
to vote ordinances necessary 
to. enforce the master plan. 
However, the district would be 
powerless to enact zoning ordi- 
nances, it is specified in the 
proposal. Zoning ordinances 
would be left to the discretion 
of the respective municipalities, 
which would be obliged to 
show “substantial compliance” 
with the master plan. 

Purteet’s new proposal en-

The United 
States embassy found itself 
with copies in English this 
but officials there 
said they did not know whether 
it arrived by messenger of 
through the mails. It is thought 
that missions with copies will 
simply ignore them. 

One German language copy 
of the memorandum, presuma- 
bly like all the others, was in 
the format of a pamphlet. It 
was printed on newsprint and 
ran to 30 stationery-size pages, 
The word “memorandum” aps 
peared in large black print, 
Accompanying the memoran- 
dum was a note from the East 
German embassy addressed to 
the embassy of the government 
concerned. 

Charges Against Bonn. 

The memorandum made six 
major charges against West 
Germany as follows: 

l. It said Bonn had “aggres- 
sive’ intentions leading to the 
“annexation” of parts of the 
territories of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria and France. 

2. It said West Germany was 
the center of events creating a 
danger of atomic war in Eu- 
rope. 

3. It said West German lead- 
ers were doing away with “con- 
stitutional government” and 
building a totalitarian-clerical- 
military regime. 

4. It accused West Germans 
of preventing the unification of 
Germany and of “establishi 
espionage organizations” chao 
against East Germany. 

5. It said the Bonn govern- 
was preventing an ease 
world tension and dis- 
armament by making all agree- 
ments conditional on settle- 
ment of the German question. 

6. It described West Ger- 
many as an enemy of national 
liberation movements and of 
siding with “colonialists” in 
Asia and Africa. 

Diplomats here felt that the 
memorandum was only thé 
start of a drive aimed at justi- 
fying Soviet assertions that the 
West had abandoned the Po 
dam agreement.

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Furor Over Buzzing of- Hussein's! 


Plane Shows Mideast Situation 
Remains Close to Boiling Point 


Pressures Are Building Up Below Surface 
for Various Schemes — Israelis Have 
Two, Including a New ‘Palestinian 


Arab State.’

UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 13. 

HE FACT THAT THE BUZZING of one airplane by an- 
T other, somewhere above the bleak landscape of Syria, could 

threaten the peace of the Middle East is seen by diplomats 
here as just one more bit of evidence of the inherently pre- 
carious state of affairs in that region. 

Political experts from the several Arab countries, from 
Israel, and from Britain, the United States and Russia were 
all taking a fresh look at the Middle East in the light of the 
incident in which’ King Hussein’s plane was forced back to 


Jordan from Damascus. 

These experts, by the nature 
of things, did not all agree on 
the diagnosis in detail. Their 
views, however, seemed to be 
capable of a rough summary as 
follows: 

The unanimous resolution 
passed by the special emer- 
gency session of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly last Aug. 21, 
calling for a “good neighbor 
policy” in the Middle East, rep- 
resented a tacit agreement by 
the United States and Russia 
to support—at least for the 
time being—the status quo in 
that area. It also represented 
a recognition by President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab republic that — 
again, ‘for the time being—it 
was to his advantage, likewise, 
to leave the Situation in the 
Middle East about as it is. 

Stability in the Middle East 
was the objective sought by the 
United States in landing its 
troops in Lebanon last July 15 
and by Britain in landing its 
troops in Jordan two days later. 
Agreement to some sort of 
stability was the price paid by 
Russia and the U.A.R. for get- 


now, what that government 
represents. 

Pro-Nasser forces in Iraq 
have been suppressed, and 
Iraq seems to be pursuing a 
thoroughly neutralist course 
both in reference to the United 
States and Russia and to Nas- 
serism and anti-Nasserism in 
Arab politics. 

Professions by Iraq. 


Iraqi diplomats here speak 
as moderates. Iraq, they say, 
intends to exist as a separate 
nation, not committed to sup- 
port any of the greater powers. 
Iraq, it is said, does not intend 
to seize the foreign oil proper- 
ties on its land, but rather to 
negotiate for more oil royalties 
to plow back into the potential- 
ly rich, but actually poor 
Iraqi economy, 

As for constitutional unions, 
of the sort Iraq formerly had 
entered into with Jordan, and 
Egypt now has with Syria, 
these uiplomats say this form 
of Arab unity simply has not 
worked out. Trade ard cul- 
tural relations, they add, are 
something else, and Iraq fav- 
ors the development of these 
relations with other Arab 


ting American and British 
troops out again. 
Russian Aims Not Known. 


Russian intentions in the 
Middle East are, as always, an 
unknown quantity—except that 
Russian ambitions in the area 
are of long standing, and likely 
to continue. American and 
British diplomats, however, do 
not believe the Soviets want 
war in this area which is so 
close to Russia’s borders; the 
— always seem genuine- 


y alarmed over any Middle- 


Eastern crisis. 

United Arab Republic diplo- 
mats here make no secret of 
the fact that, ultimately, they 
hope for the creation of some 
sort of united Arab state in- 
cluding not only Syria and 
Egypt, as at present, but other 
Arab countries. For the mo- 
ment, however, the U.A.R. has 
its hands full trying to stabi- 
lize the union of Egypt and 
Syria, and U.A.R. diplomats 
Say over and over again that 
they have no designs, now, on 
Jordan. 

Jordan itself, however, as 
seen by Arab, American and 
British diplomats here, lacks 
many of the attributes.of a vi- 
able state. Many Jordanians 
are refugees from Israel and 
deeply mistrust the govern- 
ment of Hussein, which is so 
friendly with Israel’s ally, Brit- 
ain. Economically, Jordan can- 
not support itself. 

Nasser Hope of Refugees. 

The refugee population of 
Jordan tends to look to Nasser 
to redress their supposed 
wrongs. Arab diplomats here 
are free with their predictions 
that these refugees may over- 
throw the government of Hus- 
sein—whether Nasser wills it 
or not. 

In this event, Israeli diplo- 
mats hint that Israel may act 
to prevent Nasser’s forces from 
occupying the Jordanian border 
with Israel. Such action could 
take the form of a simple move- 
ment of Israeli troops into the 
bulge which Jordan makes on 
the eastern side of the river 
Jordan, up to the river itself. 
This bulge territory long has 
been desired by Israel. 

Both American and Russian 
diplomats, however, have let the 
Israelis know, In one way or 
another, that the two great || PT, 
powers would disapprove—each 
for its own reasons—any such 
a move. The Israelis, therefore, 
have an alternative plan. This 
plan, still in its formative 
stages, is to propose the forma- 
tion of a new “Palestinian Arab 
state” in the general area of 
the bulge. This state could be 
the repository not only of the 
refugees now the source of po- 
tential trouble in Jordan, but 
also of at least some of the 
Arabs still living in Israel. 

U.S. Policy Not Stable. 

It is too early to say whether 
this plan will ever see the light 


States, though a new political 
union with Jordan is unthink- 


able. 


Arab League representatives 
stationed at the U.N., however, 
talk in quite different terms— 
of the unification of Iraq, Jor- 
dan, Lebanon, Libya, Saudi 
Arabia, Sudan, the U.A.R. and 
Yemen in one’super Arab state. 

These Arab League repre- 
sentatives make no secret of 
their desire to see this process 
begun at once, with a union of 
both Iraq and Jordan within 
the United Arab Republic. 
Nor is it a secret that they see 
King Hussein as the chief ob- 
stacle to the incorporation of 
Jordan within any scheme for 
a greater Arab state. 

Speculation on Russians. 

This, then, is the setting of 
the incident over Syria, when 
King Hussein’s plane was en- 
dangered by United Arab Re- 
public fighter jets — military 
planes of Russian origin. 

The fact that fighter jet 
planes of Russian origin were 
used in the incident, however, 
does not necessarily mean that 
the Soviet Union wanted Hus- 
sein’s plane shot down. The 
Arab League dream of Arab 
unity is believed both by Arab 
League representatives and by 
American and British diplo- 
mats to be opposed by the So- 
viet Union. These same sources 
believe Russia prefers Iraq as 
a separate entity from the 
United Arab Republic. Russia, 
by this view, does not want to 
have any single large and 
strong nation on its southern 
border. , 

Whether or not this view is 
the correct one it remains cer- 
tain that the Middle East is a 
bucket of eels. The buzzing

ENATOR Lyndon B. John- 

son, the Democratic leader 

of the Senate, has moved 
quickly since the election to 
establish a pattern of bipar- 
tisan co-operation in the field 
of foreign affairs. 

He will be at the United 
Nations in New York on Mon- 
day to represent the United 
States in the discussions on 
the peaceful development of 
outer space. Shortly there- 
after, he will go to Mexico 
City to discuss “hemisphere 
problems” with the Mexican 
President-elect, Adolfo Lopez 
Mateos. 

The’ Senator is not doing 
these things because he likes 
to travel. He is not accustomed 
to representing the Republi- 
can Administration at the U.N. 
or flying off to other countries 
for private talks with foreign 
dignitaries. As usual when the 
Senator makes moves in public 
—or private for that matter— 
he has a reason. 

This time he has two rea- 
sons.: With the Russians in- 
creasing the pressure on the 
United States to get out of 
Berlin, he wants to make clear 
that he does not intend to use 
the recent Democratic election 
victory to divide and weaken 
the nation in its relations with 
other countries. That is his 
primary reason. 

Secondly, though nobody 
could prove it, he wants the 
anti-Dulles faction in his own 
party to know in advance of 
the new Congress that he is 
not going to join in any move 
to force the resignation of the 
Secretary of State. 

What Constitution Says. 

His favorite phrase, used 
quite a lot in private since the 
election, is: “I have read the 
Constitution.” This is a short 
way of saying that the Consti- 
tution charges the President 
and not the congressional op- 
position party with the conduct 
of foreign affairs. 


Also, it is part of this same 
Johnson philosophy that it is 
not for the opposition to deny 
the President anybody he likes 
as his Secretary of State or 
any other principal officer of 
the executive branch of the 
Government. 

Johnson is not trying to dic- 
tate to his party in these mat- 
ters. He is well aware’ that 
other Democrats in the Senate 
do not agree’ with him about 
Dulles, but he is moving open- 
ly with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of the Administration 
so that everybody will know 
at least where he stands be- 
fore any disruptive debate on 
Dulles and the Dulles policies 
gets under way.

Two Roads at Geneva 


. Humanity stands at the cross- 
roads in Geneva. At the meeting 
there for an agreement to end 
nuclear weapons testing, two 
roads are open, and only two. 
One road, the road of “No 
Agreement,” leads to continued 
And more and more na- 
tions will assert their right to de- 
velop and test nuclear weapons. 
Increasing radioactivity will pol- 
lute man’s total environment. 


Dr. Albert Schweitzer and other 
physicians and scientists have told 
us that any increase in radio- 
activity is dangerous, not only to 
ourselves but to future genera- 

jons as well. And this road 
eads inevitably to nuclear war 
and total destruction. 

There is another road open at 
Geneva. It leads to “Agreement” 
—an agreement to end nuclear 
testing, now and forever. _ And 
this agreement must not be de- 
Jayed, for.any time lag increases 
the risk of other nations entering 
upon tests of their own newly- 
evolved nuclear weapons. Agree- 
ment will then become far more 
difficult, perhaps even impossible. 

The contention that a “fool- 
proof” inspection system must 
come first simply cannot be ac- 
cepted. Scientists agree that nu- 
clear explosions can be readily 
detected, whenever and wherever 
made, by the means already at 
hand. And we know that nuclear 
tests previously made were de- 
tected by both nations involved. 

Any violation of agreement will 
be most certainly known at once, 
for all nations will be on the 
alert because their own welfare 
is at stake. 

We cannot turn back the clock 
and the damage already done or 
under way because of previous 
tests cannot be repaired, But 
ending the tests will limit future 
damage. , 

Further it will prevent the in- 
troduction of nuclear weapons 
into the arsenals of nations not 
now possessing them. 

And finally it will say to all 
nations everywhere that their 
leaders are now fully aware that 
there is no alternative—we must 
agree together or perish together.

Under the 
leadership of Senator Johnson of Texas, every 
Democratic Senator has at least one important 
committee post no matter how junior he is. 
The Republicans, under the dominance of the 
‘party’s Old Guard, assign new Senators re- 
gardless of their capacities to the committees 
on the District of Columbia and Post Offices. 
This shuts new Republican Senators out of the 
process of and refining major 
bills. It excludes them from Congress’s most 
important work. 
Several liberal Republicans were elected to 
the Senate in 1956. Among these was Cooper 
of Kentucky, who had twice before served in 
the Senate and, as former Ambassador to 
India, would have distinguished the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee. So would Javits 


of New York who had served on the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. Case of New 
Jersey had acquired seniority on the House 
Judiciary Committee and would have been an 
excellent member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. Yet all were relegated to unim- 
portant assignments by the Knowland-Bridges- 
Dirksen combine. 


By contrast Democrat Proxmire of Wiscon- 
sin was put on the important Agricul- 
ture Committee soon after his arrival in the 
Senate. In his very first session, Syming- 
ton of Missouri was placed by the Democratic 
leadership on the crucial Armed Services Com- 
mittee. At the same time, freshman Mans- 
field of Montana was assigned to Foreign 
Relations. Other cases could be cited. 


This contrast between the parties in the 
handling of new Senators has rankled liberal 
Republicans for a long time. Now they 
are determined to do something about it. 
Aiken of Vermont, whose 18 years of service 
give him enough seniority to swing some 
weight, is spokesman for his junior colleagues. 
He says that unless the liberal Republicans 
get some recognition the Republican party 
“will be on the skids” again in 1960 and lose 
four or five more Senate seats. He proposes 
that one top Republican leadership post go 
to a member of the liberal group and that 
they get better committee assignments as well. 


Three new Republican Senators will take 
seats in January. They are Scott of Pennsyl- 
vania, who has had eight terms in the-House, 
Keating of New York with six terms and 
Prouty of Vermont with four terms. It would 
be a waste of their experience and capabilities 
to banish them to minor Senate commit- 
tees. Republican Policy Committee Chair- 
man Bridges belatedly recognizes this fact 
when he says that he will discuss the matter 
of better assignments with President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Nixon. 


The rout of so many veteran Republican 
reactionaries makes it much easier for the 
Republicans to adopt the Democratic plan 
next January. Four Republicans have been 
knocked off the important Finance Commit- 
tee, four from Appropriations and four from 
Commerce. The top three are gone from 
Labor and three others from Interior Affairs. 
Two are missing each from Foreign Rela- 
tions, Judiciary and Banking. 

Senators like Aiken, Javits, Case, Cooper 
and Kuchel are entitled to have much more 
to say about the running of their party in the 
Senate now that the dinosaur wing has been 
decimated. Surely they will insist on their 
rights. They, their party and the country 
would be the better for it. 


Next Step to Court Reform 


It can be said now with certainty that the 
proposed amendment to the judicial ar- 
ticle of the Illinois Constitution failed to car- 
ry the necessary two thirds majority. With 
more than 9000 of the 9905 precincts report- 
ing, the Yes vote was 1,472,634 and the No 
vote 802,919. Thus while the Yes votes ex- 
ceeded the No votes by some 600,000 the 
support for the amendment lacked the addi- 
tional votes required for its adoption. 


Defeat though this is for the courageous and 
hard-working sponsors, their efforts are far 
from all loss. A reform so meritorious, which 
came this near carrying after a campaign 
of deliberate distortion by its opponents, 
doubtless will win the second time it is pre- 
sented to the people. Plans ought to be made 
a continuing the cause of better justice in 

inois. 


Meantime headway can be made in the IIli- 
nois Legislature, as a report of the American 
Bar Association proposes. The Justice of the 
Peace fee system may be eliminated by a law 
which can be passed at Springfield in the 
1959 session. And if the JP fee system is 
abolished the chief vested interest in Illinois’ 
outmoded court system will be removed. With 
many changes in legislative seats at the grass- 
roots, a bold reform program ought to be un- 
dertakén. After all, an overwhelming ma- 
jority called for more efficient justice. 


Less Massive, More Fluid 


The two Richmond newspapers which have 
supported “massive resistance” in the past 
have now suggested that Virginia stop inflex- 
ible opposition to integration and bend a 
little. Times-Dispatch urges a new pro- 
gram to preserve segregation in the schools, 
and the editor of the News-Leader, James J. 
Kilpatrick, is more specific about it. 


Mr. Kilpatrick, in a speech, proposes that 
the state permit local referendums on wheth- 
er to close some or all schools in the locality. 
He also calls for laws allowing any child to 
,accept a state tuition grant for a private 
school, and ending “every aspect of compul- 
sion” in school legislation. 

The reasons for this shift in policy are 
not hard to find. Virginia's massive resist- 
ae legislation requires closing of public 
schools which are integrated. Editor Kil- 
patrick predicts that the courts will void this 
law. Last Monday's ruling of the United 
States Court of als in St. Louis enjoined 
the Little Rock poard from doing any- 
thing whatsoever. to frustrate integration. 
Clearly laws which compel avoidance of in-

new forty-ninth state, This left little doubt, 
if any there had been, as to the hopes and 
intentions of both Mr. Nixon and Senator 
Kennedy with respect to 1960. For these two 
at least, the next national campaign has al- 
ready begun. 


Ticklish Labor Issue 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell says that in 
January he will offer new legislation to out- 
law the secondary boycott. Earlier he criti- 
cized the Kennedy-Ives bill because it did not 
deal with this issue, but Chairman McClellan 
of the Senate labor rackets committee advised 
against its inclusion because the committee 
had not yet studied the matter. Now the com- 
mittee is investigating secondary boycotts, 
so the issue may indeed arise next year. 


Secondary boycotts are a ticklish political 
subject, however, The only certain thing 
about it is that any new measure will not 
satisfy everybody, Aes 

Presumably Mr. Mitchell’s new bill will 
follow earlier Administration proposals, but 
these did not completely outlaw secondary 
boycotts. They would have barred boycotts 
aimed at coe an employer to cease doing 
business with rs. They would not have 
outlawed a boycott against an employer per- 
forming farmed-out struck work. 

Mr. Mitchell obviously was trying to distin- 
guish between fair and unfair boycotts. A 
union could not boycott company A which 
was buying needed material from company 
B, where there was a labor dispute. Company 
A is not a party to the dispute and pressure 
on jt would be unjust. But a union could 
boycott company A if it manufactured goods 
for company B during a strike at the latter. 
In that case company A would be helping to 
break the strike. Fairness here is a matter 
of opinion; the Mitchell plan did not satisfy 
the National Association of Manufacturers, 
and any plan that did satisfy the N.A.M. 
would never satisfy the AFL-CIO. 

The McClellan investigation should clarify 
the issue. But with a new Congress appar- 
ently more favorable to labor, the Administra- 
tion cannot expect to obtain anything more 
stringent on secondary boycotts than it pro- 
posed before, if that much.

Are ‘Convenience Foods’ Too Expensive? 


Survey Made in Wash- 
_mgton to Show 

Cost of Built-in 
Maid Service.’

DID YOU EVER stop to won- 
Mer how much the “conveni- 
ence’ in “convenience foods” 
aptually costs? Of course you 
expect to pay something for 
the time and trouble you save 
by. using prepared or partially 

d foods, but just how 

do you really pay? In 
short, are you being extrava- 
gant when you use these short- 
cut foods? 

Not according to a. report 
made by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture on a 
recently conducted scientific 
shopping tour. On a shopping 
spree through three chain 
stores in Washington, D.C., the 

ment’s shoppers picked 

52 different food items on 

which they could compare pre- 

pared or “serviced” foods with 

unprepared, unserviced foods 

of the same quantity and 
quality. 

For example, they compared 
packaged. mixes for cakes, 
cookies and pie crust with the 
cost of flour, shortening and 
other ingredients; breaded 
ready-to-fry shrimp with bulk 
shrimp, and so on. They did 
not shop for complete meals, 
because it wasn’t possible to 
make as direct a comparison 
of costs 


According to their findings, 
of the 52 different foods on 
which comparisons were made 
in 18 instances the prepared, 
packaged foods actually cost 
less than the same foods in 

or unprepared. In 28 in- 
stances, the prepared or serv- 
i¢ed foods were more ex- 


ve. 

To get the difference down 
to. a dollar-and-cents basis, the 
shoppers did some close figur- 
ing. On $100 worth of the 52 
unserviced: food items, how 
much more would it cost to 
buy the same foods in pre- 
pared, serviced, packaged 
form? The answer: sixty-one 
cents. Sixty-one cents extra 
for all of the preparation in- 
volved in food worth $100. 
Surprised? Frankly, so were 
we,

(hese Mandarin spareribs are simmered in apple juice until they are tender. A dash of 
soy sauce and accompaniments of fried noodles and boiled rice give them an Oriental

Fresh Cranberry Treats 


CRANBERRIES have been 
a part of American cookery 
since the days of the Colonists. 
Over the years they have been 
cultivated to shining plump 
ection; they have been 
cultivated on the culinary side 
too, as homemakers concocted 


more and more delicious uses” 


for them. 


They are perfect flavor com- 
panions for the apples whith 
fill the fruit bins these No- 
vember days. Try the combi- 
nation in a special cobbler, 
and in a simple but flavorful 
cranberry applesauce. 


Fresh Cranberry 
and Apple Cobbler. 

Two cups (one-half pound) 
fresh raw cranberries. 

Five cups (five medium) 
sliced apples. 

One and one-fourth . cups 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two and one-half _tabile- 
spoons quick-cooking tapioca. 

One teaspoon pure vanilla 
extract. 

Two tablespoons butter or 
margarine. 

Pastry, using one cup flour. 

Wash cranberries and mix 
with apples, sugar, salt, tapi- 
oca and vanilla extract. Turn 
into a 10 by six by two-inch 
baking dish. Dot with butter 
or margarine. 

Cover with pastry rolled to 
one-eighth inch thickness or if 
desired cut pastry into one- 
half inch strips and place over 
the top in criss-cross fashion. 
Trim, turn under and flute 
edge. Cut two or three gashes 
in top of pastry if solid crust 
is used. Bake in a preheated 
hot oven (425 degrees) i5 min- 
utes. Reduce heat to moderate 
(350 degrees) and continue 
baking until crust is brown and 
apples are tender, about 30 
minutes. Serve warm or ‘cold. 

Yield: Six to eight servings. 
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Two of the fruits of au- 
tumn are combined in this 
cobbler. Cranberries and 
apples are congenial com- 
panions; both are plentiful 
Fl in local markets. 


Fresh Cranberry Applesauce. 

Three cups fresh raw cran- 
berries. - 

Three cups diced fresh cook- 
ing apples. 

One and one-fourth 
water. 

One-eighth téaspoon salt. 

One and one-half cups sugar, 


Combine cranberries, apples, 
water and salt. Cover and cook 
slowly until fruit is tender, 
about 15 minutes. Stir in sugar. 
Serve with meat or poultry, or 
for breakfast or dessert.

It is one piece of literatute 
which every home library 
should contain, because it fur- 
nishes the key to the compli- 
cated question of grades. 
“Shopper's Guide” is concerned 
with the Government grades for 
different foods. These grades, 
properly understood and used, 
are a real help to the food 
shopper. 

Because the Government 
grades have their roots, his- 
torically, in the words com- 
monly used by people in the 
various food businesses, the 
ways of designating top quality 
are not the’same for all foods. 
For example, U.S. Standard is 
frequently used for third grade 
in canned or frozen vegetables, 
but it repreesnts the fourth 
grade’in beef. Top quality beef 
is désignated “USDA Prime” 
bat top quality frozen sweet 
corn.is called “Us Fancy.” 

The 14-page booklet con- 
tains sections on meats, poul- 
try, eggs, dairy products, fresh 
fruits and. vegetables, pro- 
cessed fruits and vegetables, 
dry beans and peas and rice, 
plus a chart showing U.* S&S.

The woman 
is Mrs. Florence Lootsma. 
The facts are in the 
blank spaces; “Age: 50. 
Sex: Fem. Marital Sta- 
tus: Widow, Is any other 
member of your family 
blind: No, 

“Do you read braille: 
No. Date blindness oc- 
curred: 1914. Cause of 
blindness: Accident. De- 
gree of blindness: Total. 

“Occupation before 
blindness: None. After 
blindness: Typist and dictaphone opr. At present: Un- 
employed. List the pets in your household: one parakeet. 
Do you have a backyard: Yes. Nearest vacant lots: two 
blocks away. Describe conditions under which dog must 
work: Streets very irregular. No curbs.”

“Personal note: I had a German shepherd 
named Gretta, She was a wonderful guide and 
very smart. She and I went to work every day, in 
all kinds of weather for 10 years, Then she be- 
came crippled in her hind quarters and the doctor 
told me, time after time, that she was suffering. 
I finally had to put her to sleep. If I should ever 
be so fortunate to get another guide half as good 
as Gretta, I would be more than satisfied. She 
knew everyone in the neighborhood. They all 
liked her and made a big fuss over her.

“I want to thank you all for your kindness while I was 
at the school. It wag real work for me, since I haven't 
walked that fast in a long long time. 1 enjoyed every 
minute of it. You all had so much patience!

We got lost once and went into the 
wrong court. They all ‘look’ alike to me. Yester- 
day, I went shopping for shoes, Zelda works like 
a dream, Everyone in the store made a big to-do 
over her, but she sat just like Priticess Pat.

packing is ordinary valve pack-

WHEN ADOLF HITLER 
came te power in 1933, one of 
the first things he did was to 
have all Jews dismissed from 
medical and hospital positions. 
Two of those who lost their 
Silber- 


Silberberg. Losing not only po- 
sitions but country, the Silber- 
bergs fled to Canada, later to 
Panama, then to the United 
States. 

Now, 25 years later, the Drs. 
Silberberg, of St, Louis, have 
been restored to professional 
status in Germany and are be- 
ing compensated, under the 
policy of the West German 
Government of making repar- 
ations to those who suffered 
under the Hitler regime. For 
the Silberbergs, who will stay 
in St. Louis but will use the 
financial aid for much needed 
research funds, this came as a 
pleasant surprise. 

“You cannot pay for suffer- 
ing or for the loss of your 
homeland,” Dr. Ruth Silber- 
berg said quietly, “but this is 
a most fair effort.” 

“It is a generous effort,” Dr. 
Martin Silberberg added. “Now 
we can do the research we al- 
ways intended to do and al- 
ways wanted to do.” 

The Silberbergs, who have 
worked together as a team of 
assistant professors in pathol- 
ogy at Washington Univ-rsity 
School of Medicine, first met 
at the University of Breslau in 
1928. _Dr. Martin had come 
from Rybnik, Silesia, Dr. Ruth 
from Kassel, in Hesse. 

“In Germany, and in Europe, 
generally, medical students do 
not stay at one university,” Dr. 
Ruth explained. “They are en- 
couraged to change schools in 
order to get different points of 
view. It happened that Breslau 
was one of the universities I 
attended. I had a position cor- 
responding to that of resident 
here. During vacations we took 
clerkships as voluntary work. 


I took one and met Dr. Martin, - 


who was then a member of the 
faculty.” 

Dr. Martin, who had spent a 
year at Washington University 
on a Rockefeller traveling fel- 
lowship, was then assistant in 
the department of pathology at 
Breslau, and as a faculty mem- 
ber retained his position longer 
than Dr. Ruth. Hitler was 
elected in January 1933, as- 
sumed dictatorship in April 
1933, and in that same month 
all non-Aryans were dismissed 
from civil service jobs, among 
them Dr. Ruth. 

“Once he was in power we 
expected it,” she recalls. 

“But one still wonders how it 
ever happened,” said Dr. Mar-

Dr. Martin retained his job 
until the end of the year when 
his license was revoked. Dr. 
Ruth worked temporarily in 
the Breslau Jewish Hospital. 
When Dr. Martin went to the 
Jewish Hospital in Berlin, they 
were married, and lived in Ber- 
lin until October 1934, when 
they decided it would be safer 
to leave Germany. 

They went first to Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, to Dalhousie Uni- 
versity under a Carnegie Foun- 
dation grant for research. They 
had no difficulty leaving Ger- 
many and their families were 


able to leave a few years later 
without trouble. Mrs. Silber- 
berg’s family now lives in Is- 
rael. Dr. Martin Silberberg’s 
one brother is a doctor in 
Chicago. 

In 1936 they went to Pan- 
ama to organize the department 
of pathology at Santo Tomas 
Hospital in Panama City. 

“They wanted to build up 
a school,” says Dr. Martin with 
a wry smile. “Now, 22 years 
later, they have their school.

“How do you like this 
girl? She wakes me up at 6 
a.m. to give me a needle so I 
can go back to sleep.”

meals. The rest of the time 
I'm stuck with cottage cheese 
and pears.

“Yet quiet and unassuming 
at all times,” adds Dr. Ruth. 

For a short period of time 
the Silberbergs went to New 
York University but they were 
happy to retugn here in 1944 
and have considered. St. Louis 
their home ever since. Up to 
the present time they have 
alternated their work in the 
school of Medicine at Washing- 
ton University with double 
duty in the pathology depart- 
ments of City Hospital and 
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Missouri Pacific Hospital. 
Home, an apartment at the 
Montclair, has often been just 
a stopping-off place in their 
travels from hospital to hos- 
pital. 


One day in September they 
returned home to receive a 
surprise, a letter from the Sec- 
retary of the Interior of the 
West German Government in 
Bonn. They read that Dr. Mar- 
tin has been given the title of 
full professor emeritus at the 
Pathological Institute of the 
University of Breslau; his rank 
was estimated on the probabil- 
ity of his being made a full 
professor and taking over the 
chair of pathology in 1947, had 
he remained in Germany. In- 
cluded in his seniority was time 
he had spent in the German 
Army in World War IL. 

Dr. Ruth, who had not yet 
reached faculty status, has 
been given the title of associate 
physician-in-chief, retired, the 
highest civil service position 
she could have reached, pre- 
suming she had been promoted 
in the customary fashion. She 
will receive a pension. He will 
be on full salary from now on 
and will receive additional 
compensation back to 1951. The 
various ramifications of this 
are too complicated to explain 
—“being contained in a seven- 
page document for me and a 
five-page one for my wife,” 
says Dr. Martin—and it is not 
as much a bonanza as, say, 
winning the Irish Sweepstakes, 
but for the Silberbergs it will 
provide welcome assistance. 

“The major change it will 
make,” said Dr, Martin, “is to 
enable us to give up our hos- 
pital positions and devote our 
time to research. We are grate- 
ful for all we have been able 
to do up until now: we owe 
much to Dr. Loeb and to Dr. 
Robert A. Moore and Dr. W. 
Stanley Hartroft of Washington 
University. And we could not 
have done our research to date 
without financial help from the 
Waterman Williams Founda- 
tion, the American Cancer So- 
ciety, and above all, the United 
States Public Health Service.” 

The Drs. Silberberg worked 
for many years on leukemia 
research but now are working 
chiefly on arthritis in old age 
with emphasis on life span and 
diet. 

Since the end of World War 
II, the Drs. Silberberg have 
corresponded with friends in 
Germany and have “picked up 
threads, scientifically,” but 
they do not plan ever to return 
to Germany, even to visit. 

“I don’t like to see grave- 
yards,” said Dr. Martin. “Too 
much has been destroyed, too 


many things changed. I 
wouldn't want to see the 
changes.” 


“No,” Dr. Ruth agreed. “We 
will never go back. There are 
too many shadows.”

Space and Peace 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 13. 

I WAS DELIGHTED to read the other day that Sena- 
tor Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas has been asked “to go te 
the United Nations to support the United States resolution 
calling for use of outer space for peaceful purposes.” Seé- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles announced the appoint- 
ment, and Senator Johnson accepted. 

Of course, this is an effort by the Administration to 
show the world through the nations represented in the 
U.N, that there is unity in the United States in its foreign 
Policy and that the Democrats support the Republican Ad- 
ministration in the field of outer space. 


AT THE OPENING CONFERENCE of Ministers of Co- 
lombo plan nations on Southeast Asia’s economic problems, 
President Eisenhower pledged his support for a five-point 
peaceful crusade against hunger and want among the 700,- 
000,000 people in uncommitted, Asia. 


He urged expanded international trade and @ 
relaxation of trade barriers. On this éne point 
alone he will have to do some educating of his 
own people, for I cannot remember a single speech 
from him explaining this particular economic prob- 
lem to the small manufacturers of the United 
States. 


He promised that technical assistance would be fur- 
nished by us through our own program and through the 
U.N. and the International Co-operation Administration. 

He urged private invéstment and said that the United 
States would try to encourage this, but that the countries 
needing this help would have to create a climate favorable 
to the investor. 

He spoke of bank loans through the International Bank 
ef Reconstruction and Development, and also of devélop- 
ment financing through additions to the $700,000,000 de- 
velopment loan fund, established by the United States, in 
1957 to finance projects overseas. 


These things are not as easy to accomplish as 
they sound, and one wonders if the President has 
the co-operation of the American people, whe will 
have to understand and implement these sugges- 
tions.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
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Roman Conquests

AS TIME WENT ON, the an- 
cient Romans conquered all of 
Italy. Then they spread their 
power through countries in 
southern Europe and Asia 
Minor. Greece fell before Ro- 
man armies, also Palestine. 

In northern Africa, Carthage 
was taken by the Romans. 
Later came the downfall of 
Egypt. 

Working westward and 
northwestward, the Romans 
seized the land now inside 
the borders of such modern 
nations as Spain, France and 
England. Julius Caesar 
played a part in the west- 
ward conquest, but he was 
only one of the successful 
generals, 

Much trouble was met by 
the Romans when they tried 
to spread their power into 
northern parts of Europe, They 
were met by the sturdy war- 
riors of Teutonic, or Germanic, 
tribes. For the most part, they 
were kept on the southern side 
of the Danube river, and on 
the southwestern side of the 
Rhine. 

The land now known as 
France was spoken of as Gaul 
in Roman times. It was filled 
with tribesmen of Celtic stock. 
These Celts (commonly called 
Gauls in those days) were re- 
lated to early settlers in Wales 
and Ireland. 

Various bands of Gauls

moved into northwestern Italy 
and made their homes there. 
Some of them were given the 
rights of Roman citizens. 

The Gauls in what we now 
call France accepted the 
Roman yoke to a large extent, 
but rebellions took place from 
time to time,

were driven back by a 
Roman general named Pro- 
bus. 


The Romans also had trouw- 
bles in Britain. They managed 
to conquer the southern two 
thirds of the island, but were 
kept out of what is now Scot- 
land by the stubborn residents. 


Chapters of a Book 


CHAPTERS are the divisions 
of a book. They have a begin- 
ning, a middle and an end. 

During the reading of a book

A READER before beginning 
a chapter should therefore con- 
sult members of the family to 
find out whether his reading 
will conflict with other duties. 
The chances are he will neglect 
to do so. Before the report of 
his having begun a chapter gets 
around he will be well into it. 

In fact he will have ap- 
proached the point where he 
can claim he is in the middle 


of the chapter. A reader who | 


has reached that point consid- 
ers it an excuse for doing 
nothing else but read until he 
has come to the end.
